It is noted that the previous election requirement is not very clear. It was intended to be a Markush-type requirement 

* u, * ^ requirement is changed/clarified as follows: Claims 10, 14, 30, and 32-33 cover approximately 50% of the periodic 
table of the elements. Generally, most of the elements affects a host glass in a manner unrelated to the others. The burden to search 
each of these unrelated elements is undue. Applicant is required to make a list of the order in which the elements (i e species) are to 
be searched/examined consistent with Markush practice. Examiner will proceed down the list until a species is found to be rendered 
obvious or anticipated. It is noted that the list must include each of the individual rare earths (claim 14)- the individual halides 
alkaline-earths and alkalis (claim 10), and each individual element of claim 37. 

It is also requested that the elements of claim 37 be listed for examiner's convenience. It is noted that it is unclear if the "new- 
groups are the new new" or the old "new".
